Ås the Chair for the Little Tokyo Community Council (LTCC) Board of Directors, I wanted to elicit 
your continuing support for our organization and for our persistent efforts to protect and murture cur 
130+-yearøld neighborhood Specifically, we ask you to renew your LTCC membership, or for you to 
Join today. With your becking, LTCC can ensure tbat Little Tokyo's nteress will always be 
represented in dealings wilh government agencies, private developers and adjacent communities. 


Today, Little Tokyo faces challenges as critical as any time since World War IL The Los Angeles 
County Metropolitan Transportation Aulbority (Metro) contimoes ifs construction of tbe Regicnel 
Connector light rail system with its staging arta and Litile Tokyo Ars District station site im tbe heart 
off our Community. The street closures af mes have disruped our local business, religious 
institutions and nonprofit organizations. LTCC helped to negotiate mitigatiors from Metro, including 
funding for the marketng/nformation project, Go Little Tokyo. That contract wilh LTCC was just 
extended until 2021 when tbe train lime becomes operational 


Hut, Metro is plannime another new line, the West Santa Ana Branch, which could rum nortk on 
Ålameda to Union Static and subject our cormmimity to more dis ruptiore. Smutaneously, the City of 
Los Angeles has developed its Civic Center Mæster Plan tbat includes major construction across from 
the Union Center for the Årts. The City mtends to open up its First Street North parking lot, behind ibe 
Little Tokyo Historic District, to developers. New mixed-use complexes have taken over tbe block 
between 27" and 3" and San Pedro and Los Angeles Street where the Nei Weck carmival and Tofu 
Festival formerly were beld Some of new businesses there have 0 Goinecton tå our histore 
Community and little interest in Liude Tokyo. 


To meet those challenges and much mor, the LTCC Board determined that a foll-tme staff member 
was needed. In February of 2017, LTCC bred Kristin Fukustuma, tbe former Project Marmeér for 
Sustainable Little Tokyo (SLT), as its Managing Director. Since tben, Fukushima and LTCC have: 


-In early 2017, organizged community support to halt ibe preservation of tbe Parker Center 
building, the former LAPD headgquarters, which symbolized be City's eminent dommen strure of'a 
major portion of Little Tokyo in tbe 1950, and represented Little Tokyo at tbe Civic Center Master 
Plin community advisory council: 


-Tn early 2017, finalized a settlement agreement wilb tbe ETCO Homes developer bat provided 
cash paymenits to local businesses to help mitigate the effects of tbe closure of a crucial porking lot 


-In October of 2017, sponsored and partnered with local business owners 10 orgenize Haunted 
Little Tokyo, a new community Halloween event that drew thousands: 


-Iri June of 2017, teamed virk oter community props to Sxpress the Commmoraty"s Opposition 
to tbe West Santa Ana Branch's proposal to build aerial tracks down Ålameda and to protect 
community institutions such as Maryknoll (St Francis Xavier Chapel) and Nisbi Hongwanjt Buddbist 
Temple; and
